I. Claims 1-22 and 30-88, drawn to a system for tracking a plurality of movable 
assets (e.g. patients and caregivers) in a "healthcare" environment or facility, 
classified in class 340, subclass 573.1. 

II. Claims 23-29, drawn to a method of determining whether an asset has been 
dropped or has fallen by monitoring vertical acceleration, classified in class 340, 
subclass 669. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as monitoring vertical 
acceleration of an inanimate object in a non-"healthcare" environment, e.g. monitoring vertical 
acceleration of a shipped parcel having fragile contents, for determining the responsible party if 
the contents are broken or damaged (e.g., due to the parcel being dropped); monitoring vertical 
acceleration in a vehicle, as a contributing factor in controlling deployment of an airbag in the 
vehicle; etc. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, and because the search required for Group I is not required 
for Group n, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
